Most of them 
were atiired in the picturesque costumes of the 
aborigiues as they climbed down from farm-wagons 
or dismounted from horses and clustered, group 
after group, in the shade of the lofty trees. Pipes 
and tobacco were passed around, and the adoption 
ceremonies begun. Logs were arranged beneath a 
clump of the leftiest trees so as to torm three sides 
ofa earn, This was the enciosure of the council 
fire.

MINISTERS’ MEETING. 


The Evangelical Alliance held its last meeting 
until September this morning at the T. M. C. A. 
rooms. A fairly good representation of the city 

were on hand to close the season in good 
style. After devotional exercises Rev. Dr. Vander 
Lippe of the First German Church introduced 4 
resolution that was taken up and passed „ r 80 
promptly that it looked very much as if they id not

mes with the freedom worship” 

— New York State. Dr. 
Vander Lippe calied the attention of the house to 
the fact that the Cathorics are the only ones that 
are holding religious services in the Female Hospit- 
al, Poor House and Insane Assylum, and she wan 
the matter inquired into, so that the Protestants 
could not be accused of remissness. To that end he 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to provide for regular services an ministrat 
all the city institutions. President Brank tho 
the Board of Counselors were competent to le 
the matter, and after some discussion the Board 
were constituted as that committee, and were given 
power to make the necessary arrangements for ser- 
vices in the near future without awaiting the meet- 
ing of the Alliance in September. Ou the motion of 
Rev. J. E. Godvey, editor of the Southwestern Meth- 
odist, the committee were ordered to report quart- 
erly, so that the progress of the work could be kept 
in sight. 


The Board of Councelors reported tho subje ct for 
the first meeting in September as, The . K. C. A. 
Worx in St. Louis —Its Naturre and Needs, to be 
opened by representatives of the Association. The 
subject of to-day's discussion was then bro at up 
“The Reiation of the Churchés to the poor,” and 
Dr. Tudor of Centenary Church opened the discus- 
sion. He said that poverty is a permanent institu- 
tion. Curist said: The rare with you always. 


The rich are the few, and fewer still are they who 


will say they are rica, They are few 
indeed who will not plead poverty and say 
they are poor when you ask them for à donation 
[Laughter.] At this tine, when the rief are pour- 
ing out to all the summer resorts, the fact is em- 
phasized that the poor are always in the church, 
that it is they who are the constant receivers of the 
gospel. The rich may find bealtn and strength in 
their travels, but tbere are consumptives to whom 
Colorado is as much an impossible dream as a pair 


of new lungs. There are fever stricken lips 
that will never taste the invigorating 
water of the Springs. It s as though 


there wasa divine decree in the words of Christ 
just quoted. The poor are the rank and file. Take 
away the poor and the few rich remaining would 
be like ants without a hill, ruoning hither and 
thither. There is no change in the poor. In storm 
and calm they are the great sea. In the Mosaic 
dispensation the poor occupied a large place. 
Again, the speaker pointed out that the words of 
the Savior contained an implied ministry of pov- 
erty. Limited means area providential coercion. 
Great weaitu is almost out of place 
in this sin-sick world. just as vel- 
vet is on the beegar's back or jewelry upon 
the neck of sin and shame. He would always aim 
to make the church of Christ understand that her 
origin is in poverty, that Christ was poor, that he 
became so when he visited this world. Ihe neglected 
class always come home asa burden to the 
cnurches, aud yet they are not as much neglected 
as appears. He himself was not much affected by 
the cry that the rich churches drive the poor away. 
The poor can and do occupy the highest seats in the 
richest churches. But. still, if they will not come 
to the churches, the churches must gotothem. No 
attempt would be made by statistics to show the wan 
of religious instruction tbat the great portion of 
the city east of Twelfth street has, but he would 
say that the churches would always rest uneas 
until they could say o Christ if he should as 
them, “The gospel ef yar to all that live east 
of Twelfth street.” e closed by saying that in 
addition to the many effective and earnest workers 
filling that district with deeds of love and of spirit- 
ual elevation, the ablest preach*r, one who could 
command $6,000 a year, should be employed 
to minister to that region. Dr. Tudor, contrary to 
his usual custom, spoke from manuscript, 
put his statements, touch very calmly delivered, 
were clothed in such beautiful rhetoric that he was 
applauded when be took his seat. 
NEW PIETY NEEDED. 

Rev. H. 8. Williams, of the North Présbyterian 
Chureb, was at once on his feet to * the speak- 
er’s words almost out of his lips, and suggest that 
a large undencminational church be built in the 
churchless district, and a capable preacher be 
employed. Dr. Hollifieid, of the Grand Avenus 
Presbyterian Church, gave ita hearty second by 
saying that talk of doing something had been going 


on long enough, and that the time 
for action d come. He would 
guarantee that nis church when called 


on would do its share. The idea that his words 
might have been misconstrued induced Dr. Tudor 
to arise and explain that the “undenominational” 
art of it he wasn't so sure about. [Laughter]. 
Dr. Goodell of Pilgrim Congregational Church was 
called on as one who had studied the matter con- 
siderably. He arose slowly, but when he spoke he 
gave the scheme a quietus. He said: [Lean 
give my opinion in just one sentence: ‘Until the 
Christianity of St. Louis is different and deeper it 
will not reach further than it does now. [Deep 
silence]. 
Sr Wm. C. Giles of the Third Congregational 
Church said that Dr. Holliſteld was the one to give a 
practical end to talking, which prompted Dr. Good- 
ell to say that Pilgrim would stand its share, too, 

Dr. Hollifieid: Come up, brethern, I mean busi- 
ness, and let's talk business. 

President Brank,pastor of theCentral Presbyterian 
Church: “I don't think this movement will amount 
to anything unless the denominations take it up, 
The Union scheme will be a failure as it has been in 
the past. 

This also had a depressing effect on the enthusi- 
asm, but Rev. m. E. Hall of First 
Christian Church came back to the charge on de- 
nominationalism by, movivg that a committee of 
three be appointed to Canvass the question and 
make recommendations to the churches. Mr. 
Stiles sarcastically said. with an occassional glance 
toward the Presbyterian president: “Yes, let us 
build six churches and try which one will do the 
best and then burn down the rest. It is asad 
thing to see ministers believing that no thing can be 
done toward tbis end without denominatio 
For my part, 1 would help pay the salary of 
an rer Baptist, or any other preacher 
who would do good work among those poor. 

Rev. Mr. Johnson of East St. Louis made some 
remarks on the tendency of the poor to keep away 
from the churches on the necessity of districting 
the sinful sections.

He said be bad seen all 
the churches’ movement west and away from the 
“down-town” portion and not one had gone till it 
was abandoned by the ple first. The last to go 
was the old Methodist Church at Eighth street and 
avenue, and, in answer to

Tragedy at Beers’ Cafe on Twenty- 
Ninth and Olive Streets This Morn- 
ing—Queensware and a Cleaver Used 
for Missiles—Terrible Fight Over 
the Cooking Range. 


Adam Dietrich has been cook for Beers, the 
caterer, at his cafe, Olive street and Ewing avenue, 
for the past nine months, He is a good cook, but 
drinks freely; in fact his freedom in this direction 
has led to his getting drunk frequently, and on all 
such occasions he betrayed bad temper and caused 
more or less trouble around the establishment. 


still, Mr. Beers clung to him ue 
cause the patrons of his cafe liked Dietrich's 
Tue Beers establishment is not different 
in one respect from any other place of the kind in 
town—there is no love lost between the cook and 
the waiters. The man who cooks the food and the 
men who serve it seldom agree; their reiations are 
not at any time friendly, and the fact that Dietrich 
did not care particularly for the colored man in 
alpaca coat and white apron who spread the dishes 
on the marble tables in the dining rooms was not 
conceajed b the cook or mistaken by 
Every bod around the 
knew that and the waiter 
— no affection for each other, and they seemed 
to know also, that the cook was pretty much to 
blame for the hostile attitude of the pair. This 
morning Dietrich who had spent the nignt at his 
home on Chouteau avenue, where he has a wife 
and son, a at the cafe * 
UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF LIQUOR. 
The young man in charge of the front of the house 
Dietrich was drunk, aud if he had seen him 
mm Se he came in, he would not have allowed him 
to go to work. He reached the kitchen 
however, without attracting anybody's atiention, 
and was soon at work. A gentieman entered the 
cafe at 7:30 o'clock and ordered breakfast. James 
Balanger, colored, and aged about 26. took tue 
order and carried it to the kitchen. Dietrich took 
the order and while preparing it a discussion 
sprung up between bimsel and the waiter. The 
latter, in the explanation he gave the police, said 
the cook got mad, flew into a passion, hammered 
the table with his knife, and called the waiter some 
pretty bard names. The waiter “sassed back, 
and just as he was leaving the kitchen 
and had entered a small hall leading to the dining- 
room, Dietrich sent a knife flying after him. The 
missile did not reach its mark, but Baianger turned 
around, and, re-entering the kitchen, with the 
remark Lou will throw a nals at me, will you? 
icked up a heayy plate of t pattern used on 
otel tables, and threw it at the cook's head. Tne aim 
was goo:'!. ‘ihe heavy piece of queensware caugat 
the cook on the side of the head over the lefi eye. aud 
made a gash from which the blood rusged freely. 
He returned the fire, using a cleaver for his Wis 
Ile. 
THE CLEAVER 
grazed the darkey's shoulder and struck the wal, 
— an indentation about six inches long aud 
several in depth. It fell to the floor and the waiter 
picked it up. With the cleaver in hand the walter 
rushed upon his antagonist, who kept on throwing 
knives, and dealt him a blow over the richt 
shoulder which, it is said, laid the bone 
bare. The youn man in front heard 
the racket in the kitchen, and sent for police and 
other assistance. At last, with the aid of some 
persons, tue waiter was got out of the kitchen and 
a doctor was summoned. Dr. Briggs went in re- 
sponse tothe call, but the bleeding cook had pos- 
session of the kitchen and would not allow anybody 
to enter. When any one attempted to go near him 
he would throw the nearest article and a hasty re- 
treat followed. bor twenty minutes or 
longer the cook held the (fort. Then, 
weakened by loss of biood, he sat down in 
a chair. Mr. Beers, who had been sent for. then 
put in an appearance, aud managed to pacify the 
man. He allowei Dr. Briggs to examine his 
wounds. That in the head was the more serious, 
it penetrated the skull. The shoulder wound was 
not thought to be serious. Later Dietrich Was taken 
to the Dispensary, when Dr. Dorseti, seeing the 
nature of the wound, sent him at once to the 
Hospital where he now is. He may de. 
anger was arrested and taken to the 
Fifth District Station, where $200 bail was accepted, 
with Mr. Beers for security, and the waiter returned 
to his work at the cafe. Balancer has been in Mr. 
Beers’ employ for over two years and he is given a 
good reputation. He refused to ma ce a statement 
to the reporter.

York Mall and press goes for Mr. Talmadge's 
latest crop report as follows: “He has pre an 
estiinate based on tne returhs from State boards, 
which make a total winter wheat crop of 210.000.000 
bushels, or 3,000,000 bushels more than the Govern- 
mentreport. In the four spring. wheat Btates of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa and Nebraska and in 
the Territory of Dakota the spring wheat crop 
is estimated at only 121,000,000 bushels. An esti- 
mate made up from the detailed reports icates 
an  eutireiy different result. In = Minne- 
sota he estimates the crop at 87,000,000 bushels, or 
4,307,000 bushels less than last year, yet he calls the 
condition excellent and reports rapi rogress. In 
lowa the crop is estimated at 80,000,000 bushels 
against 31,270,009 bushels, yet the State Secretary 
reports an increases ef 108,000 acres in area with a 
condition of 101 per cent, which would indicate a 
crop of 82,700,000 bushels, or 2,700,000 more than 
Mr. Talmadge's estimate. In Dakota the report is 
that the condition is the best in five years, which, 
with the increase in ac will indicate a crop of 
24.000,000 bushels against 22,380,000 bushels. In Wis- 
consin the crop is said to be appearing nicely, but 
the production is estimated at 5,000,000 bushel s less 
than last year. The greatest discrepancy 
appears in the Nebraska figures. Tae area 
is placed at 904,475 acres and the probable 
crop at 15,000,000 bushels. Last year the area 
was 1,950,280 acres. The State etary re- 
ports a reduction of 7 per cent in area, which 
would bring the area down te 1,814,000 acres instead 
of 982,476 acres, as Mr. Talmadge estimates. The 
condition is placed at 100, and last year the produc- 
tion was 14.5 bushels pe: acre. This would indicate 
a crop of 26,300,000 busheis instead of 15,000,000 
busheis, making the total spring wheat crop in the 
five States 135,000,000 busheis instead of 121,000,000 
bushels, and the total crop at 000,000 bushels.

In the first half of that decade, as the owner of the 
famous Lexington, owing to his races at New Or- 
leans against LeCompte, and subsequently against 
“Time,” he wasthe talk of the nation.- In 1856 
be took a stable of horses to England, 
and in 1857 won the Cwsarowitch handicap 
with Prioress after adead heat with two English 
horses. From thattime until the present Mr. Ten 
Broeck has been more or less identified with the 
English turf, he having won a number of the 
famous fixtures, including the Goodwood stakes in 
1859, and the Goodwood cup in 1861 with Starke. 
Mr. Ten Broeck was also successful as a match- 
maker, he winning one from Sir Joseph Hawley in 
1858, one from Mr. F. Robinson and one from Lord 
Glasgow in 1859. whom he also beatin a second 
match in 1860. Mr. Ten Broeck's reappearance at 
the present time is as a challenger 
against all England to produce a_ horse 
or horses that can beat Ten Broeck's
